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VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be compiete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 8. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided, that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
oificer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars. 
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Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

No child may enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter school. To enter 
school in the fall of 1938, a child must be six years old on or 
before October 1, 1938.

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The Trustees present herewith the annual report of the 
Librarian and the statement of receipts and expenses for the 
year ended December 31, 1937. 


A special appropriation by the Town allowed us to repair 
and paint the woodwork and sash on the outside of the build- 
ing, as well as to paint the walls and renovate the Reading 
and Reference Rooms and the library proper. 


To add to the efficiency of the lighting system, new lamps 
were installed on the tables in the Reading and Reference 
Rooms, and complete equipment of new posture chairs was 
placed in both of these rooms. 


The Library has for many years been intrusted with 
valuable papers, files of old newspapers, books and writings 
relating to the Town of Hopedale, Adin Ballou, the churches 
and their various organizations, and many of our honored 
citizens. For the protection and safe keeping of these valu- 
able records, a fire-proof cabinet has been installed. 

Thus, by this special appropriation, the building and 
equipment have been restored practically to their original 
condition, and the lighting system brought up to date, mak- 
ing the physical property of the library in the best possible 
condition. 

The report of the Librarian shows in detail the work of 
the various departments. 

In common with neighboring libraries, due to better 
business conditions in the early part of the year, our circula- 
tion decreased in comparison with the previous year, yet the 
number of persons using the Reading Rooms increased. 

Some idea of the importance of this institution in the 
social and educational life of Hopedale may be obtained when 
one considers that the equivalent of nearly 40,000 persons 
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made use of the library the past year through its reading 
rooms and circulation departments. 


The Trustees appreciate the hearty cooperation of the 
townspeople with the Librarian and her assistants, and desire 
to express their appreciation to the Librarian and her assist- 
ants for the excellent conduct of the library affairs.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


The Librarian respectfully submits the fifty-second an- 
nual report. 


The appended figures show the work of the circulation 
department for the year in comparison with the previous 
year. The reference department has been busy, for in 
addition to the constant use by the High School pupils, the 
occasional use by the townspeople has been greatly increased, 
due in part to the present -vogue of contests. The Encyclo- 
paedia of the Social Sciences has been added to the reference 
room. Although the new Sociology course at the High School 
prompted the purchase, it will be of general use. The addi- 
tion of the Garden Dictionary, edited by Norman Taylor, 
should prove to be of great interest to the many garden 
lovers in the Town. 

Miss Marjorie Arnold resigned this fall as part time 
assistant and Miss Leola Washburn, a sophomore at the High 
School has replaced her. 

The Freshman Class of the General Draper High School 
came to the library in two groups for a lesson in the use of 
reference books and the card catalogue. A week later they 
came for an examination on the work. 

Book week, November 14 to 20, was observed by an 
Illustrators’ Exhibit. Tables were arranged in the children’s 
cloak room and the work of thirty illustrators of children’s 
books taken from our own collection were displayed. A short 
biographical sketch of each illustrator was placed by the ex- 
hibit. The boys and girls voted for their favorite illustrator. 
Jessie Wilcox Smith, N. C. Wyeth, and the Petershams were 
at the head of the list. Parents and teachers manifested in- 
terest in the exhibit as well as the children. 
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Miss Caldwell is doing her usual good work at the Branch 
in South Hopedale, which is greatly appreciated by the people 
in that section. 


Mr. Charles F. Merrill has greatly assisted the Librarian 
in weeding out obsolete material among the technical books 
used by the men in the factory. 


Mrs. Frank Pratt (Lilla Bancroft), daughter of the donor 
of The Bancroft Memorial Library has written and presented 
a very charming memoir of her mother, to whose memory 
this library was dedicated. Two copies have been added, one 
for circulating and the other for the local history collection. 
Another valued addition to our local history collection this 
year is Mrs. Grace Field Mayhew’s gift of two scrapbooks 
containing water colors painted by her step-mother, Anna 
Thwing Field. Mrs. Field taught in the Hopedale schools 
and she was the pupil of Elizabeth Humphrey, the Hopedale 
artist who lived all her early years in the house which stood 
on the present site of the Library. 

The Library was represented at the American Library 
Association meeting in New York in June by the Librarian. 
She also attended the three Massachusetts Library Associa- 
tion meetings, at Boston, Plymouth and Springfield, and served 
on the hospitality and publicity committees at each. 

The Librarian wishes at this time to express her appre- 
ciation to the Trustees for their hearty cooperation, and also 
to thank the Staff and Janitor for their loyal assistance.
